Mr, 
Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. Little, 
Doyle, and Woods) appeared for Doyle, Greene, 
and Harte, and Mr. J.,Crowley (instructed by 
Mr. E. J. Duggan) appeared for Hegarty. 

The case for the prosecution was completed on 
Wednesday evening, and the case for the de 
fence opened by Mr. Duffy, who said he in- 
tended to prove an alibi in each case. 

Miss Mary Devitt, 16 Eden terrace, Glasthule, 
cross-examined by ore McWilliam, said 
she was a friend of the Doyles. John Doyle 
usually wore a grey cap out of doors. 

Mr. Duffy intimated that after being ex 
amined the witnesses might remain in court an 
that there could be no suggestion of. collusion.

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The Better Way. 


The crisis in the mining industry has 
taken a hopeful turn during the last 
twenty-four hours. Until yesterday the 
Executive of the Miners’ Federation had 
refused the Government’s offer of a 
committee of inquiry and had refused 
to be represented at next Thursday’s 
National Conference. It has modified its 
position on both points as the result of a 
two hours’ discussion with the Prime 
Minister. A special meeting of miners’ 
delegates will be held next week to re- 
consider the offer of a committee, and 
to-day the Executive will review its atti- 
tude to the National Conference. We 
think that the improved situation is due 
partly to the publics widely expressed 
disapproval of a hasty strike and partly 
to the fact. that the ballot has been far 
from representative of the Federation's 
full strength; but, no doubt, it is chiefly 
due to Mr. Lloyd George s success in clear- 
ing the Executive's ‘mind of some quite 
honest misapprehensions. The miners 
demand higher wages, shorter hours, and 
the acceptance by the Government of the 
principle of nationalisation. \The Govern- 
ment proposed a certain increase of wages 
and an inquiry into all other matters in 
dispute. The offer was rejected because 
the miners took the view that it was a 
mere device to shelve the whole question. 
Mr. Lloyd George seems at least to have 
shaken this suspicion yesterday. It is 
certain that he promised that the com- 
mittee would report before a fixed date. 
It is probable that he promised a minute 
and impartial investigation of all aspects 
of the case, including the coal-owners’ 
present profits. He announced that, after 
questions of hours and wages had been 
settled, the Government would be willing 
to discuss the question of nationalisation. 
Naturally, a principle so radical cannot 
be applied to a vital industry without the 
fullest examination of all the conditions 
of that industry. The miners are asked 
to justify their contention that unification 
of control would increase production and 
diminish working expenses. We think 
that their leaders are beginning to realise 
that the country will have no patience 
with a policy which substitutes threats for 
argument. 

The case for a drastic change in the 
conduct of the mining industry remains 
“not proven.” The railways are in a 
different position to this extent—that, 
while the best method of change may be 
still undecided, the necessity for change 
of some sort has become obvious. We 
may say safely about every railway com- 


pany in the United Kingdom that it could 


not revert to pre-war conditions, plus the

vast increases of wages to the workers— 
which the taxpayer has paid, directly in 
income tax and indirectly in the increased 
cost of travelling. Now the State has 
granted an eight-hours day to all railway 
men; and this means another huge addi- 
tion to the wages bill in the employment 
of larger staffs and over-time pay. At the 
Midland Great Western Company’s meet- 
ing yesterday the Chairman said that the 
wages bill of this struggling Irish company 
had been increased by more than £250,000. 
For the moment the burden is suspended 
like the sword of Damocles. The State 
has. guaranteed to all the companies their 
net pre-war revenues (based on those of 
1913) for a period of two years after the 
signing of peace. The guarantee will ex- 
pire, let us say, in about thirty months 
from the present time; but up to this 
moment the companies and their share- 
holders remain entirely ignorant of the 
Government 's plans for the future. The 
silence of Ministers (broken only by an 
apparent indiscretion of Mr; Winston 
Churchill’s) is fair neither to the direc- 
tors and staffs of the companies nor to 
the millions of small investors in them. 
The Government's responsibility to the 
companies is enormous: it never consulted 
them about the immense and compulsory 
increase of their working expenses. If ib 


has no policy for the future conduct of 


the Kingdom’s railway system, it ought to, 
evolve such a policy withont further delay, 
for efficient railways are an essential con- 
dition of efficiency in all departments of 
the national life. 


One thing is certain in all branches of | 


industry: Labcur will never abandon its 
new charter of higher wages and shorter 
hours. The mines may be nationalised or 
may be brought under a system of joint 
control, The railways may be nationalised 
or may be unified—there is much to be 
said for a system of unification in Ireland. 
Under any new system, however, in these 
or in other industries Labour will insist 
on retaining the cOncessions which it won 
during the war. Its demands must soon 
plunge the whole country in industrial 
ruin unless increased production keeps 
pace with increased wages and shorter 
hours of work. That vital fact Labour 
does not yet realise; therefore, this 
country’s existence depends on the swift 
education of Labour in the elementary 
principles of economics. In a very note- 
worthy speech in the House of Lords, on 
Wednesday, Lord Leverhulme pleaded for 
the principle of co-partnership on the 
ground that it would make Labour familiar 
with the problems of Capital. Its fatal 
delusion at the present time is that profits 
are higher than they are or ever can be. 
Lord Leverhulme showed that wages had 
received an average increase of more than 
£1 a week during the war, and that, if 
the workers had received the whole of the 
profits made in all industries—the whole 
of that portion of excess profits which 
did not go to the Government—their rise 
in wages would have been less than 10s. 
a week. The rise in wages has been more 
than five times the increased profits to the 
employer. Industry cannot continue to 
exist—much less flourish—unless increased 
and more scientific production becomes a 
direct- and natural result of increased 
If the workers’ ignorance is to be 
removed, Labour must seek knowledge 
from Capital and Capital must take 
Labour into its confidence. The Govern- 
ment has recognised this truth at last by 
deciding to investigate the root causes of 
labour disputes and to abandon the policy 
of hurried and superficial compromises. 
Next week’s National Conference will be 
the first step upon the better way.

A Shortage of Ships. 


The table of merchant shipbuilding for 
last year has been published. The most 
striking features are the very serious 
decline that has taken place in the share 
of the United Kingdom in the world’s 
tonnage, and the enormous increases in 
the contributions by the United States 
and Japan. Apart from vessels built to the 
order of the Admiralty for other than 
mercantile purposes, 201 ships of 1,348,120 
tons were launched in Great Britain dur- 
ing the year.. These figures are 584,033 
tons below the “ record”’ created in 1913, 
and represent an output 26 per cent. lower 
than the average for the pre-war years 
1911-13. They are, however, higher than 
the totals for the three previous years. 
America’s new construction at 3,033,030 
tons was greater than her entire output 
during the preceding ten years, and ex- 
ceeded by over 25 per cent. the combined 
output ‘of the rest of the world.. As re- 
gards Japan the figures afford convincing 
proof of the great development in the 
shipbuilding industry that has taken 
place in that country during the war. The 
total output of 489,924 tons was virtually 
ten times the amount launched in 1915. 
Our contribution to the world’s new 
tonnage has fallen to 38.6 per cent., as 
compared with 60 per cent. in 1913. It 
must be borne in mind, of course, that 
the great majority of our yards were de- 
voted to the construction of warships, but 
it is apparent that our shipbuilders have 
an enormous task to perform if we are to 
retain our position as “the world’s greatest 
carriers.’ Our mercantile fleet suffered 
mere severely than that of any other nation 
during the war, and has been sadly, de- 

:, i . 
pleted. Unless it can be brought up to its 
former strength quickly the whole future 
of our trade and industry will be im- 
perilled. ‘There is one obvious source 
from which we can replace many of 
the ships lost as a result of Germany’s 
campaign of piracy—the German mer- 
cantile fleet. Various rumours have 
been current as to the intention 
of the Allies in this connection, A 
few days ago it was officially announced 
that the Supreme War Council had 
arranged to take over the German vessels, 
and many people concluded that this 
meant that they were to be surrendered. 
It is doubtful, however, whether the state- 
ment should bear that interpretation, The 
ships are to be used for taking to the 
enemy the.food supplies of which they 


Stand in need, and, if reports in the, 


American Press are to be believed, the 
German Government will be paid for them 
so long as they are used for this purpose 
The New York Journal of Commerce is 
responsible for the statement that “the 
money will be applied in payment for the 
foodstuffs furnished.’’ I¥ that be true, it 
means that Germany will get at least a 
part of her supplies for nothing by charg. 
ing the cost of transport to the Allies. 
The report also seems to indicate that. it.

Trade Fairs. 


The trade fair which is to be opened im 
London next Monday under the auspices 
of the Board of Trade should do much to 
stimulate interest in many new industries 
that have been established in the United 
Kingdom during the past four years. We 
hope that there will be numerous Irish 
exhibits. One of the most important 
sections will be devoted to toys, and in 
this branch of industry our manufacturers 
should be in a position to render a good 
account of themselves. The trade fair is 
not, as many people imagine, a purely 
Continental institution. It played an im- 
portant part in English life during the 
middle centuries. Fairs were then held 
on a big scale, and were the principal 
means: by which the merchandise of the 
Continent was circulated throughout Great 
Britain. Incidentally they gave an impetus 
to British industries. As means of com- 
munication and distribution improved the 
importance of the fairs declined, and at 
last the majority of them degenerated into 
‘‘wakes’”’ or holiday periods. Some years 
ago the Board of Trade took steps to check 
this decadence, and placed the fair on a 
new footing. It has proved of immense 
value during the past four years, having en- 
couraged many manufacturers to start new 
enterprises. At last year’s show over 
£1,500,000 worth of orders were booked at 
the various stalls, and the orders for toys 
alone represented over £500,000. This 
year’s event promises to be an even greater 
success, for the number of exhibits has 
increased, and it is expected’ that 
many foréign buyers who were unable to 
attend on former occasions will be present. 
Next month the Lyons Fair will be held, 
and we hope that Irish manufacturers will 
respond in large numbers to the invita- 
tion of the French authorities that they 
should send samples of their work.

THE PRIME MINISTER’S 
REASONING. 


The Labour Correspondent of The Times 
writes:—Those who heard the Prime Minister's 
speech say that he spoke with gravity and irre- 
sistible force. He did not harangue the miners; 
he reasoned with them. He told them, without 
any rhetorical embroideries, what a stoppage of 
‘the mines would mean to such industries, for 
example, as iron and steel. If, for want of coal, 
the blast furnaces were stopped, it would be 
impossible to restart them for several months, 
owing to the damage which cooling would cause 
to their structure. The result, therefore, even 
if the miners returned to work speedily, would 
be that the iron and steel trade, and all the 
industries which use iron and steel, would be 
peralysed for a long time to come. This was 
only one instance of the grave and irreparable 
injury which a coal strike would inflict on the 
nation. Others were given by the Prime Minister 
in his statement, and they. were arresting and 
convincing. The issues on which the miners— 
propose to precipitate a strike were examined 
by Mr. Lloyd George in calm and dispassionate 
terms. He made it plain to the miners that 
the Government did not flatly refuse their de- 
mands, but they found it impossible, 
consistently with their duty to the 
nation, to grant all those demands, without 
knowing what the consequence would be for 
the coal industry itself; for the other indus- 
trics of the country, and for the oversea trade 
of the country. . He gave the miners the 
strongest possible assurances that there would 
be no delay whatever in obtaining the informa- 
tion on which a judgment could be formed, and 
pointed out te them that by taking an active 
part in the inquiry the miners would not only 
be giving valuable help to the Commission, but 


i would have the best possible guarantee that its 


methods would be business-like and expeditious, 
There is no doubt that the frank exchange of 
views between the head of the Government and 
the leaders of the miners has done much td’ 
clear the air.

An unexpressed assumption that, 
as soon as some kind of peace has been signed, 
bygones will be bygones, and that the German 
will find in the outside world a more or less 
hearty welcome seems to govern all forecasts 
of the future. It seems to be supposed that, 
provided Germans admit their methods during 
the war to have been on occasions somewhat 
harsher than may have been strictly neces- 
sary, the Allied peoples will meet them half way, 
and cease to cherish sentiments so unpoliti- 
cal and uneconomic as hatred, or even lasting 
aversion.

_A wireless telegram to the Associated Press, 
New York, from the George Washington, states 
that President Wilson has sent the, following 
message to Mr. Lansing in Paris :—‘‘ Please 
convey to M. Clemenceau my heartfelt sympathy 
and joy at his escape. I sincerely hope the re- 
port that he is only slightly injured is altogether 
true.

The Petit Parisien states that Mr. Lansing 
visxed M. Clemenceau on Wednesday morning 
to express on his own behalf, and on behalf of 
the members of the American Peace Commis- 
s'cs, and of the whole American people, deep 
sympathy with the victim and abhorrence of 
tha crime. 

M. Clemenceau on Thursday morning, by the 
intermediary of General Mordacq, head of his 
Military Household, caused the Military Medal 
to be bestowed on the policeman who, although 
wounded in the cheek, dashed forward to arrest 
the assailant; the driver of his motor car, who 
by his coolness lessened the seriousness of the 
attack; and the military Staff clerk, who jumped 
into a vehicle in motion in order to pursue the 
would-be assassin. 

LATEST REPORT. 

A Reuter’s telegram Jaet ovening says :— 

A bulletin regarding M. Clemenceau’s condi- 
tion, issued at 6.30 this evening, says:—The 
satisfactory condition is maintained. Pulse, 74; 
temperature, 37 centigrade. M. Clemenceau 
was allowed by his medical advisers to spend a 
short time in his garden to-day. After leaving 
the Premier’s residence, Professor Tieffier made 
Taking into account 
the nature of the wound, the Premier’s condi- 
tion could not be better than it is. The doctors 
who yesterday came to the conclusion that the 
wound was serious, are to-day very satisfied. 
From this morning’s examination of the patient 
it would appear probable that the bullet will 
be encysted without complications. In any case 
there can be no question of extraction. 
Thousands and thousands of soldiers are to-day 
living in good health with bullets in their lungs. 
It is true that the Premier is seventy-eight 
years of age, but he has a stout heart, and is 
a man of marvellous determination. 

The Presse says that the search carried out 
last night leaves no doubt that the attempt 
against M. Clemenceau was arranged on Tues- 
day evening, and that a man who had arrived 
from Switzerland on the previous day was con- 
cerned with OCottin. This individual, the 
journal declares, passed the evening with Cottin, 
but subsequently disappeared. His arrest, how- 
ever, is expected. 

COTTIN’S CAREER.

PEACE CONFERENCE. 


ADJOURNMENT YESTER- 
DAY. 

There was no meeting of the Council of Ten 
this afternoon, says a Press Association Paris 
telegram of yesterday, an adjournment till to- 
morrow having been decided upon as a mark 
of respect for M. Clemenceau.

PORTS AND WATERWAYS. 

The following official communiqué, dated yes- 
terday, has been received from Paris :— 

A meeting of the Sub-Commission of the Com- 
mission on International Régime for Ports, 
Waterways, and Railways, dealing with the 
freedom of transit, was held at the Ministry of 
Public Works to-day at 10 o’clock. The Chair- 
man, referring to the dastardly attack made 
upon M. Clemenceau on the previous day, ex- 
pressed the sympathy of the members of the 
Sub-Commission, and their satisfaction that the 
attack had not had a more serious result. 

An interchange of views then took place on 
emendments to the British Draft Convention on 
the freedom of transit, which had been proposed 
by the Delegations of the United States, 
France, Italy, Greece, and Portugal, and the 
discussion of the first half of the draft wae 
completed.

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POSITION IN PALESTINE. 


THE FORCES AT 


ARCHANGEL. 

In the House of Lords yesterday, the Lorp 
CHANCELLOR took his seat on the Woolsack at 
4.30 p.m. , 

Viscount Bryce asked the Government if they 
could give some. information as to the present 
condition of the Asiatic provinces of the Otto- 
man Empire, and the measures taken by the 
Allied Governments for the protection of the 
unarmed Christian population in those, pro- 
vinces. 

Earl Curzon said that the British. had been 
securely established in Mesopotamia for two 
years. The advance that had been made in 
that time in the development of that country, 
in respect of agriculture, planting, the intro- 
duction of agricultural machinery, the education 
of children, and the development of the country 
from every point of view, had been amazing. 
More had been done in two years for this 
i ase than had been done in the five preceding 
centuries. (Cheers.) In Palestine and Syria 
similar progress had been made. The country 
was paying its way, and, if not exactly flowing 
with milk and honey, had already a prosperity 
which it never attained under Turkish rule. In 
regard to those outlying portions of the Turkish 
Empire which it was more difficult to penetrate, 
such as Armenia and Anatolia, he desired to 
say nothing which would prejudice the decisions 
of the Paria Conference. The Turks were still 
acting as .if they were the governing 
and predominant power. The number of 
Allied Forces at present engaged in the occupa- 
tion and pacification of territory formerly under 
the Turkish Empire was nearer a million than 
half a million. Within the limits of possible 
action a great deal was being done. Young 
British officers were being sent into those areas, 
and with that strange faculty that Englishmen 
bad, of seizing the reins of administratioi, were 
dominating the Turkish officials, and making 
them do what they wanted. Every possible en- 
couragement—military, civil, and financial—was 
being given to the operation of the various 
societies and bodies who had undertaken, with 
so much generosity, the cause of relief. In re- 
gard to the Armenians, they had, in Syria and 
Palestine, over 40,000 of these refugees. In 
Mesopotamia there were 40,000 Armenian re- 
fugees, and in Trans-Caucasia 45,000. Alto 
gether there were 150,000 fugitive Armenians 
being kept from death and starvation by the 
British. 

ARCHANGEL AND MURMANSK. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne asked the Govern- 
ment for information as to the position of the 
Allied Forces at Archangel and Murmansk. 

Earl Curzon—On the 13th inst. Lord Lans- 
downe suggested the possibility of a conference 
with the particular governing groups in exist- 
ence in that part of the world. The group 
there was under the control of. M. Tschaikowsky, 
who was an advanced Revolutionary and 
Socialist, but intensely anti-Bolshevist, and his 
idea was to federate the North Russian States 
and unite them with the other Russian States 
who were endeavouring to hold their own 
against the Bolshevist terror. He was in Paris 
on that very mission, and if that was the group 
referred to by Lord Lansdowne, his reply was— 
that the Government were already co-operating 
with them. There was no local Bolshevik Go- 
vernment in the background in Archangel. The 
Government were doing exactly what Lord Lans- 
downe had suggested in providing the people 
with supplies. The country was destitute,and the 
whole of the supplies were coming from Europe. 

Viscount Peel said that during the last month 
a very determined offensive had been launched 
against our Forces in those regions, causing 4 
retirement of fifty miles in one place. The re- 
tirement was carried out with slight loss of men 
and material, but the enemy suffered severely. 
Mobilisation of the troops of the North Russian 
Governments was in progress, and several units 
had already distinguished themselves in fight- 
ing. They were equipped from this country. 
There was no immediate anxiety felt as to the 
safety of the Forces in this sphere of opera- 
tions, but there was need of additional tech- 
nical forces to carry out the distribution of 
supplies and material. If the Bolshevist attack 
was persevered with, in spite of the sugges- 
tion of a conference—and so far as could be 
seen at present their activities had been en- 
hanced rather than diminished by the sugges- 
tion—it would be necessary to reinforce the 
troops in those ‘regions. Active steps were 
being taken to supply all the technical troops 
necessary, and reinforcements were being pre- 
pared to make up for the wastage in the 
Forces already there.

THE TERMS OF REFERENCE, 


Replying to questions by Viscount Wolmer, 
Lieut.-Colonel Weigall, and Mr. Samuel Samuel 
in the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Baldwin said that the «Reconstruction Com- 
mittee on Currency and on Financial Facnities 
had advised that it was not possible, under 
existing financial conditions, to dispense 
altogether with the control of capital issues, 
and the Chancellor of the Exchequer had come 
to the conclusion that it was necessary, at any 
rate for the present, to continue this control in 
a modified form. It was imperative, during the 
reconstruction period, to preserve, for under- 
takings which were essential for the speedy 
restoration of commerce and industry, and 
the development of public utility services, an 
adequate share of the capital which is available 
for investment, and to prevent any avoidable 
drain upon the foreign exchanges. A regulation 
under the Defence of the Realm Act would, 
accordingly, bé made forthwith, prohibiting 
fresh issues, except under licence. The en- 
largement of the purpose for which it would 
be proper to allow fresh issues might be ex- 
pected to result in a number of applications, 
and it had been co. ee ey to him that, in 
the interest of applicants, there should be 
machinery for allowing them to state their 
cases orally before the Committee, if they de- 
sired to do so, before any decision adverse to 
the application was arrived at. The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer had, therefore, decided to 
reconstitute and extend the Capital Issues Com- 
mittee. The new terms of reference were :— 

“To consider and advise upon applications 
received by the Treasury for licences under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations, for fresh 
issues of capital, with a view to preserving 
capital during the reconstruction period for 
essential undertakings in the United Kingdom, 
and to prevent any unavoidable drain upon 
foreign exchanges by the export of capital 
except where it is shown to the satisfaction of 
the Treasury that special circumstan exist.”’ 

It would be an instruction to the mmittee 
that, in order that applications might be 
speedily dealt with, and to enable oral evidence 
to be given in support of them, when so de- 
sired by the applicant, the Committee should 
sit by panels, consisting of three members, the 
decision of the panel to be subject to confirma- 
tion by the full Committee. Lord Ounliffe had 
consented to.act as Chairman of the new Com- 
mittee, and further names would be announced 
in due course.

TO BE RETURNED. 

The German National Assembly at Weimar 
yesterday (saye a Reuter’s message from Bale 
on Thursday) passed, at Herr Erzberger’s 
request, the. threo readings of a bill modifying 
the previous German Order regarding the re- 
turn of industrial plant removed from France 
and Belgium. According to this bill particulars 
of such plant must be furnished not later than 
February 20th to the Minister of the Interipr, 
who will then give instructions regarding 
delivery. 

Herr Bauer, Minister of Labour, made a 
epeech, in which he laid down the principies 
to be observed in the preparation of measures 
to remedy the shortage of housing accommoda- 
tion, giving special privileges to building 
societies. 

THE BLOCKADE AND STARVATION. 

Dr. Mayer, Centre Deputy for Kaufbeuren, 
drew a dark picture of Germany’s economic 
situation, and predicted the death by starvation 
of several million Germans if some way of hold- 
ing out until the next harvest were not found. 
The. only remedy was the immediate abolition 
of the Baltic blockade and the speedy advent 
of peace. If the present strangulation continued 
the German people had inevitable disaster 
ahead of it. He also dreaded the consequences 
of the debt incurred on account of the damage 
done in the invaded territories. He went on 
say that the German people were unanimous 
iu realising that the obstacles laid by the 
Spartacists in the way of those who wanted 
work were not io be tolerated for another day. 
(Cheers.) It was then essential that the army 
should be strengthened, because there should 
prevail, even above the German Fatherland, 
ths idea that work was a moral duty. 


THE FUTURE GERMAN ARMY. 


According to a Berlin. telegram to Copenhagen, 
the Deutsche Allgemcine Zeitung learns that the 
Ministry of Defence has already completed a 
bill for the formation of a standing army, 
which is to have a strength of 
150,000 to 175,000 men, not including officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and military officials. 
It is intended to form a brigade in every pro- 
vince. For the present there will be no com- 
pulsory service.

THE PROBLEM OF SUPPLY.

GOVERNMENT PROPOSALS 
CARRIED. 


HOUSE OF COMONS—Thursday. 


The SpraKER took the chair at 2.45 p.m. 

The House further considered the Govern- 
ment’s new procedure proposals, and the dis- 
cussion was resumed on the Attorney-General’s 
motion giving the Speaker and the Chairman of 
Ways and Means the power to select new 
clauses or amendments to be proposed on bills 
or motions under consideration, either in Com- 
thittee of the Whole House or on Report. 

Lieut.-Col. Walter Guinness moved that an 
amendment shoull not be ruled out until the 
member responsible for it had been called upon 
to explain it to the House. 

After diseussion, Mr. Bonar Law accepted 
the proposal: in a form which gave the Speaker 
or the Chairman, the option. of calling on a 
member to rise and explain his amendment, 
and in this form it was agreed to, and the 
Attorney-General’s motion was carried. 

Sir Gordon Hewart (Attorney-General) moved 
the following new Standing Order :— 

““In order to facilitate the business of Stand? 
ing Committees, a motion may, after two 
days’ notice, be made by a Minister 
of the Crown, at the commencement of public 
business, to be decided without amendment or 
debate—““That the House do now adjourn; pro- 
vided that, if, on a day on which the motion is 
agreed to under this Standing Order, leave has 
been given to move the adjournment of the 
House for the purpose of discussing a definite 
matter of urgent public importance, Mr. 
Speaker, instead of adjourning the House, shall 
suspend the sitting only until 8.15.” 

Mr. Joynson Hicks said that this was an 
effort on the part of the Government to obtain 
power to close the House of Commons on any 
day they chose. 

Lord Hugh Cecil said that the Government’s 
proposal was an experiment, but with the co- 
operation of all parties, he thought that it 
would prove satisfactory. 

Mr. Bonar Law admitted that the new rules 
constituted a revolution in Parliamentary pro- 
cedure, but he did not think that the present 
pospoun committed the House to any great 
risk. 

The new Standing Order was agreed to. 


BUSINESS OF SUPPLY. 

Mr. Bonar Law moved a series of proposals 
dealing with the business of Supply, which 
provided that all Estimates, including Supple- 
mentary and Additional Estimates for the Navy 
and Army, the Air Force, the Civil Service, and 
the Revenue Departments, but not including 
Votes A and 1 of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force Estimates, should be referred to a Stand- 
ing Committee, instead of to the Committee of 
Supply, and also reducing the number of al- 
lotted days for Supply from twenty to twelve. 

Sir Donald Maclean protested strongly against 
the new proposals. 

Sir Edward Carson welcomed the change. 
He said that he did not think, however, that 
the House should give up its power of raising 
questions of policy, and he thought that the 
number of days for Supply should not be re- 
duced, as proposed. 

Mr. T. P. O’Gonnor said that he. considered 
the present method of voting millions of pounds 
perfectly indefensible. 

Mr. Bonar Law said that, whatever might 
have been the state of things under the old 
rules, they were justified by their long usage; 
but the time which was given up by these rules 
to Supply was, to a large extent, wasted. The 
question the Government had to solve was how 
to save time, and it was in an endeavour to 
do that that these proposals were made. He 
was perfectly ready sow, provided they gave 
the Government the rest of the days, 
to enable them to save time before March 3ist, 
to undertake to give them the twenty days, 
instead of twelve. Some improvement in the 
discussion of expenditure was vital, and he was 
not sure that the House would not be driven 
to something approaching the French system. 

On the motion of Sir Gordon Hewart, the 
proposal to reduce the number of Supply days 
from twenty to twelve was withdrawn. 

The Government’ proposals as amended with 
regard to Supply were then agreed to. |

SUCCESSFUL YEAR'S WORK. 


The annual meeting of the Governors and 
supporters of the Incorporated Orthopmdic 
Hospital in Ireland was. held agg after- 
noon at 22 Upper Merrion street, Dublin, the

| PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Sir 4:dmund Walker, C.V.O., the President, 
fn the course of his address said:-—-Only yester- 
flav we were bending every faculty as a nation 
and 1 individuals to the thousand different 
kind, of efiort necessary to win the war. We 
haa eompletely disrupted the co-operation of in- 
dividuals in the various pursuits of life which 
are necessary to the happiness of society in 
times of peace, and men and women were 
drawn either into military and munitions work, 
or into the production of food, almost to the 
limit of our powers. 

The cost. of the war to Canada as at Novem- 
ber 30, with all outstanding items carefully 
computed, was about $1,125,000,000, as com- 
pared with $685,000,000 up to the corresponding 

ate a year ago. The balance due to Canada 
y Great Britain, in the open accounts between 
the two countries, is about $170,000,000. If we 
desire to consider the extent to which Great 
Britain’s debt to Canada on war account may 
help our finances by its liquidation at a future 
time we have to adi to this $200,000,000 due 
to the Canadian banks by the Imperial Govern- 
nent. 
November, 1917, the first Victory Loan 
Canadian War Loan) was offered. 

The sum asked was $150,000,000, and 875,000 
people subseribed $421,000,000. This issue was 
made at 98.67. When the second Victory Loan 
came out in October last the Finance Minister 
was able to make the issue price par, with 
accrued interest.

We can find good 
markets for the manufactured goods which 
&ppeared in our exports before the war; agri- 
cultural, traction and electrical machinery, 
Paper, pulp, and other articles. For the time 

ing, and we hope permanently, we can build 
thips, railroad cars, and engines for other 

Countries as well as for ourselves. But we can 
only keep export trade permanently by a 
tuperiority over other manufacturing nations 
in at least some respects. 

We have at least one asset of great signific- 
Bunce. We are possibly better supplied with 
water-powers of great future possibilities than 
Any other country in the world. 

We can now start afresh with the problems 
bf peace, conscious that greater effort is neces- 
tary for the future, but that we are able to 
to many things thought impossible before the 
War; that our war burden, heavy as it is, ie 
lighter than that of several of the leading 
Mations; and that, with our small population 

tnd vast country, we should be able to attract 
a eration more successfully than ever in the 
st,

that city.. Conditions were originally attached 
by the Public Health Committee to the issue .of 
a licence, which, if persisted in, would have left 
the company no option, but to abandon the in- 
tention of establishing itself in Dublin. These 
conditions were, however, subsequently modi- 
fied, although they are not yet in a form accept- 
able to the company. A conference will take 
place between the company’s representatives 
and the Dublin Corporation, at which it is 
hoped that the difficulties which still exist will 
be mutually edjusted. In the meantime I de- 
sire to make it quite clear that no change has 
taken place either in the policy or in the inten- 
tions of the company. With regard to the 
management of the company, Mr. J. F. Barr 
hag resigned his office of managing director, and 
his position on ¢he Board of the company. On 
the other hand, I am glad to be in a position to 
state that Sir Thomas Robinson, K.C.M.G., 
Director of Meat Supplies to the Allied Armies, 
has consented when his official duties permit 
to join the Board of the company, and in the 
meantime to act as adviser to the company. 
Certain other appointments to the Board are 
in contemplation, and the technical manage- 
ment of the company particularly will be in 
most experienced and efficient hands. Alto- 
gether the directors are confident that with 
the completion of these arrangements the busi- 
ness of the company presents great possibilities, 
and can be worked to the mutual advantage of 
the company and the livestock industry of Ire- 
lapd.

I am afraid it is only by inference that 
you can gauge the shares are £1 shares, We 
do not state in the report that 250,000 shares 
have been allotted at. 6s. 6d. per share, and 
that there is £81,000 paid -up. It does not 
say that the shares are fully-paid shares of 
£1. but I think that is very fully understood. 
With regard to the company’s programme, it 
is absolutely essential, as Mr. Chalk has said, 
that its technical managerhent should be placed 
in most experienced hands, because, in the 
opinion of the Board, we recognise quite clearly 
that the success or failure of the company 
depends altogether “on its management. We 
are fully alive to that point, and we can 
assure the shareholders that the management 
will be of that description, and we have taken 
the greatest possible care that it shall be 
so: With regard to our programme, we do 
not shut ourselves out from any branch of this 
business, “but we shall proceed in steps. Our 
primary object is the export of dead meat, and 
we are concentrating on that. We shall take 
these things in steps. When we have placed 
the dead meat department of the company on 
a proper basis, and it is in full operation, then 
we shall consider the various other openings 
which present themselves. We shall certainly 
deal with the export of pigs and poultry at 
eome future date. As to fish, that will come 
up for consideration, not now, but at some 
future time. We shut ourselves out from. no 
branch of this business. (Hear, hear.) With 
regard to by-products, it is not the intention 
of this company to engage direcily in the many 
industries of which these by-products form the 
raw material; but, as stated in the prospectus, 
it is the policy of the company to assist in 
the establishment of all these subsidiary in- 
dustries in Ireland. But, from the point of 
view of this company, it is not necessary, in 
order to profitably deal in these by-producis, 
that we ourselves should engage in those 
industries. We can deal with the by-products 
on the market, but our wish is: our policy 
is to see the establishment of these subsidiary 
industries in Ireland, or a revival of these sub- 
sidiary industries in Ireland, because at one 
time or other most of them did exist in that 
country. 

A Shareholder—I notice from this statement 
that you Have a balance at the bank amounting 
to £6,552. I suppose, when that has gone, 
you will call for more money ? 

The Chairman—Yes. Í may say that we are 
financing very carefully. We do not wish to 
call capital a moment before we need it, and 
we ghall exhaust not only our balance, but 
we shall probably carry on for a time on 
borrowed money before making calls on capita! 
for which we will be liable for dividend. But 
the time ig very near when an additional call 
will have to be made, because we are pro- 
gressing very rapidly with our works and with 
our extensions to the factory at Drogheda, 
which will call for a very large expenditure, 
but as to that I will make a very full state- 
ment at our next meeting. 

Mr. Chalk—Can you tell us what progress 
has been made in regard to the accommodation’ 
for handling? I ghall be pleased to hear, 
and I have ne doubt that my co-ehare- 
holders will also be pleased to hear, 
what provision has been made in re 
gard to chilling the beef, accommodation 
for cattle previous to slaughtering, and the 
handling of the internal organs of the animal. 
Further, 1 should like to know whether there 
are any direct means of transport fr vour 
chilling houses, the point of departuré from 
your premises, such as railways: 1 do not know 
whether they will be'situated far from the rail- 
way. Now that we are here this is the time 
when you want to ask questions. As I pointed 
out Morrissey when I first made applica- 
tion for shares in this company, I am more 
than ordinarily interested, because I have a 
great regard for the country in which you are 
about to establish this industry. I personal!

EFFECT OF GOVERNMENT 


CONTROL. 


The annua! meeting of the shareholders of the 
Belfast and County Down Railway was held 
ear in the Boardroom at the Belfast 

erminus, Lieutenant-Colonel R. D. Perceyal- 
Maxwell, D.8.0., D.L:, Deput : 
sided, in the absence of Mr. omas Richard- 
eon. The other directore present were—Sir 
Thomas J. Dixon, Bart.; Messrs. John M. 
Andrews, D.L., and Charles E, Allan, D.L. 

Secretary read the Chairman s review of 
the work of the year, in which he regretted 
that the conditions with regard to railways 
still remained obscure ahd uncertain, The 
railways were still under Government control 
and from a report which he had recently re- 
ceived of the proceedings ofa meeting which 
took place on odih January, between Mr. Bonar 
Law and Sir Albert Stanley, as representing 
His Majesty’s Government, and a deputation 
(mainly consisting of railway chairmen) from 
the Railway Companies’ Association, Mr. Bonar 
Law then definitely confirmed a pledge pre- 
viously given by Mr. Runciman to the Chair- 
man of the London and North-Western Rail- 
way, that Government control would be con- 
tinued for two years after the conclusion of 
peace; and he further etated to the deputation 
that it had been impossible, owing to pressure 
of work, for the Government to come to a 
definite decision as to the future of the rail- 
ways. They might rest ascured that their in- 
terests were being well looked after by the 
Railway Companies’ Association, which was in 
close touch with the authorities in connection 
with these matters. It was, however, a matter 
of no uncertainty that, if the railways were to 
be released from control, 
essential that statutory powers be conferred to 
enable them to considerably augment, the exist- 
ing maxima of authorised rates and fares, in 
order to compensate for the greatly increased 
rates of wages and the concessions as to shorter 
working hours, which had been so lavishly 
granted by the Government to all railway em- 
ployés during the period of control, as well as 
the enormously inflated prices of all materials 
used in railway working and equipment. With 
regard to the working hours, he might state 
that in the case of nearly all railway employés 
they had recently been reduced to eight hours 
daily, and this concession, which was granted 
by the Government without consulting either 
the railway companies or the Railway Com- 
panies’ Association, had entailed’a vast amount 
of expense and re-organisation on the part of 
the companies. 


RAILWAYS AND INDUSTRIAL 
PROSPERITY. 

A perusal of the recent reports of the bank- 
ing companies in Ireland revealed in no un- 
certain manner the unparalleled prosperity of 
the country, as indicated by the large increases 
in bank deposits. Like banking companies, 
the business of a railway company was very 
intimately connected with the f and

industrial interests, and it was, perhaps, to be 
regretted that, owing to the Government 
control, railway shareholders, and more 
especially the shareholders of that railway, 
were not enabled to participate in the great 
prosperity of the country at the present time, 
for he did not think there was any railway 
company in Great Britain or Ireland which 
responds so rapidly and in eo great a degree 
to the influence of prosperous trade condi- 
tions as the Belfast and County Down Railway. 


RESULT OF INCREASED FARES. 

The gross passenger receipts showed an in- 
crease of £28,490, and since the number of 
psssengers carried (exclusive of season ticket- 
holders) had decreased by nearly 65,000, it was 
apparent that this increase in passenger re- 
ceipts must be largely due to the 50 per cent. 
higher fares which were prescribed by the Go- 
yernment, and the decrease in the number of 
third class passengers must be attributed to 
the same cause. The total gross receipts 
amounted during the year to £295,000 odd, of 
which over £252,000 was derived from the rail- 
way proper, nearly £1,800 from road motor 
buses, £37,600 from ihe hotel and refreshment 
rooms, and nearly £3,700 from miscellaneous 
sources. The amount received from passengers 
was almost £171,000, against £143,000 in the 
previous year. The goods traffic had increased 
during the year by over £8,000, the figures 
being £52,087 in 1918, as compared with £43,925 
in 1917. Timber exhibited a wonderful record, 
no less than 8,495 tons having been carried 
during the year, as against 389 tons in 1917. 
There were, however, decreases in coal and 
coke, artificial manures, bread, and flex, tow, 
hemp, etc.; the figures for the latter group 
being 4,201 tons, as compared with 6,001 tons 
in 1917. 

STATE GRANTS. 

Before concluding his remarks as to the re- 
ceipts, he might inform them that, apart. from 
déferred maintenance,. the amount received 
from the State in order to equalise the net 
receipts for the year 1918 to those of the year 
1613 was a little short of £12,000, and in view 
of the greatly increased expenditure he thought 
the Government might be congratulated on the 
very moderate amount of its liability so far as 
that railway was concerned, especially as no 
payment was made for the transit of troops and 
their equipment to and from the various camps 
situate on the line. Turning to the expenditure 
side of the statement, they would see that the 
working expenses amounted to £224,895 last 
vear, as against £175,919 in 1917, or an in- 
crease of £45,976. One of the chief items of 
this increase was the amount paid to the staff 
in respect of war wages. When he referred to 
this matter at the last annual meeting he in- 
formed them that the rate was then 2ls. per 
week per man, but this figure had now been in- 
creased to 33s. per week, and apart from the 
salaries staff, who had also received consider- 
ably increased salaries, the increase of the 
wages bill for the year amounted to more than 
£26,000 over that of 1917. As a result of the 
year’s working they had a balance of £82,573, 
including £12,006 carried forward from last year. 

LOSS@MF THE ERIN’S ISLE. 

The Deputy Chairman, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report and statement of accounts, 
said that official information was received 
yesterday from the Admiralty ito the effect that 
the steamer, Erin’s Isle, was sunk on the morn- 
ing of the 7th inst. whilst on’ Government ser- 
vice.

ON FOOD PRICES. 
Presiding at the annual general meeting of 
Bov#l Ltd. in London yesterday, Mr. George 
Lawson Jahnston (Chairman), in moving the 


| adoption of the report and accounts, said be 


referred at length last year to the increase in 
the cost of food, and he regretted to find that 
during 1918 all records had been broken. The 
Labour Gazette of January last showed that the 
general level of prices for the principal articles 
of food was, in December, 1918, 130 per cent. 
— the level for July, 1914. Part of this 
could, doubtless, be explained by the increased 
cost of production, arising from higher freights, 
wages, etc.; but there were many prices which 
could not be fully justified by these economic 
causes alone. 
hey would, he thought, agree that much of 
the discontent and unrest which had been so 
evident during the past year was owing in no 
small measure to the increased cost of living, 
and more especially to the higher prices of the 
food of the people. To attempt by raising wages 
to correspond with the high prices of food was 
not settling the matter. It was only starting a 
very vicious economic circle that must soon en- 
tail still higher food costs. The only real solu- 
tion of the problem was to get food prices down 
wherever present actual production costs wou 
warrant, it. 2 
They were themselves manufacturers of a 
product of which beef was the raw’ material, 
‘and, owing to the world scarcity of cattle, beef 
was above its pre-war value. Nevertheless, 
throughout the war they had kept the Bovril 
flag flying as a national food that had not raised 
its price. The selling price of Bovril was the 
same to-day as it was in July, 1914, though it 
cost them very much more to produce. This was 
an achievement of which they could all feel 
justly proud. He believed it was the duty. of a 


great food company like Bovril not to raise its 


price during those terrible years of war, if it 
were possible ly organising its raw material sup- 
plies in the Southern Hemisphere, where beef 
was cheaper, and by organising its sales they 
could retain its pre-war prices. This they had 
successfully accomplished. He felt gatisfied the 
credit of that somewhat unique attainment 
would redound to the credit of the company for 
years to come, and they as shareholders had 
every right to feel that they had assisted in a 
laudable and patriotic course of action. | 


He believed, too, that they had the great 
majority of their shareholders with them in this 
policy. If there were any shareholders who 
thought that Bovril ought to have joined in the 
profiteering campaign, he would like to explain 
for their benefit that it would have been neither 
worthy nor worth their while to have done so. 
To earn an additional 1 per cent. dividend, free 
of tax, on thea Deferred Shares—£7,500—they 
would have had to increase their selling price by 
£53,571, of which £46,071 would have gone in 
excess profits and income tax. The result would 
have been they would have been gstigmatised as 
profiteers on a large scale, instead of standing 
out as they did as a prominent example of the 
antithesis of that undesirable section of the 
community. 


As stated in the report, their trade towards 
the close of the year wag considerably curtailed 
through lack of bottles. The large reserves the 
company held had been exhausted, and the 
sritish bottle manufacturers, despite their best 
efforts, were quite unable to manufacture even 
half the quantity required. Containing vessels 
of a valuable food like Bovril became almost as 
important as the food itself, seeing that it was 
impossible to get the food into the hands of the 
public without containers. Therefore, restric- 
tions that stood in the way of importing bottles 
from America. were in this case depriving the 
public of an essential article of food at a very 
critical time. 

There were many people who felt that a little 
well-considered protection of British manufac- 
tures would foster new industries in this country, 
but he would like to suggest that there was at 
present a considerable amount of very unscientific 
protection going on in regard to the restriction 
of imports which was likely to prejudice both 
traders and consumers pp ac the whole idea 
of protection. There should, he thought, be no 
restrictions of imports during 1919 until the 
British manufactures were in full working order 
and depleted stocks could be _ replenished. 
Especially was this the ¢ase where one manufac- 
turer’s finished article was in reality another's 
raw material, such as bottles’ were in the case 
of Bovril. 

The report was unanimously adopted, and a 
resolution increasing the temporary borrowing 
powers of the company agreed to.
